Meet Bobby Ward: 


Twice All-American

Twice All-American Bobby Ward, 
Maryland University football star, 
has been living in Greenbelt since 
September 1950. 


The twenty-four-year-old veter- 
an, student and ace iineman and 
kis family - wife Eflen Louise, 11- 
month old son Jim and 3 weeks old 
Kathleen - have recently moved 
from Laurel Hill to 32-F Ridge. At 
present Bobby is practising for the 
Sugar Bowl and boning up for the 
exam season which always seems 
to shadow holidays. 


At five feet eleven and 185 lbs., 
Bobby is small for a lineman, who 
usually tips the scale at 200 or 
over, but, as he told us, he comes 
cf a footballing family.
